Avipg heard of thoſe great DiftraRions and Diviſions amonglt the good People of our Nation by the late Breach betwixt the 
Parliament,andEng'iſh eArmy,and the Army under Gen, Monok.and the sreat diſturbance inthe Ciry and Countr tes,and the 
aid Delolation thar is likely ro enſue,if not by God's Mercyſpeedily prevented by amicable Compoſure of theſe unhappy Dif- 
ferences, We havg ben neceſlicated, according to our Judgment and Conſciences, to declare to the World, That we apprehend. 
te onely vigble m2ans of healing our Breach2s, and ſecling Us again in Peace, is, That there might be all Chriſtian waies and means uſed 
ro reconcile the Differences berwixt the Parliament (interrupted the 13h of Ofober lat), and the Officers of the Engliſh eArmy; which 
we earne{lly intreat your Lordſhip, wich your Honourable Brerhren, the Aldermen and Common-Council , to uſe your utmolt for the pro» 
curing and accompliſhing of; and that the Force, that's now putupon the Parizament, may be raken off,that they may return with Freedem 
ro the Exerciſe of their Trufts:Bur if it cannot be done by Chriftian and friendly means, We are reſolved, according ro our Declaration in- 
cloed, (through the Lord's affiftanice ) to uſe our utmoſt endeavour fer the Removal of that Forcein which we earneſtly deſire your Aſſil- 
ance and which We doubt not bur will beto the Glory of God, and che revivingithe decayed Trade of your City in particular, and the Na 


cion in generall , which is the Defire of 
Yonr Lordſhip's moſt humble Servant.
